Five Bodies Brought Out Friday 

Evening; Remaining Two 

Brought Out Sunday Afternoon; 

Clamp Down on News Releases. 

Seven bodies have been recovered 
from the RCAF Dakota plane 
which smashed into one of the 
peaks of Ptolemy mountain on Sat¬ 
urday, Jan. 19. Five were brought 
out on Friday and the remaining 
two on Sunday afternoon. The 
bodies wore taken to Crows’ Nest 
funeral parlors where they were 
made ready for shipment to their 
respective homes. 

Severe weather conditions ham¬ 
pered rescue work and members of 
the rescue party found the going 
extremely difficult. However, they 
accomplished their task in finding 
and bringing out th* bodies and 
examining the wreckage. Two in¬ 
vestigating officers are presently 
in the Pass conducting an enquiry 
into cause of the crash. 

Sereve censorship has been 
clamped down on this accident and 
on Sunday reporters were told that 
further releases would come from 
Western Air Command. Forest 
rangers and members of the rescue 
party were forbidden to divulge 
any information whatsoever in re¬ 
gard to the accident. Even news 
pictures of the crash which had 
been promised the daily papers 
were subsequently with-held by 
Western Air Command. 

Move Bodies to Vancouver 

Vancouver, Jan. 29. CP — The 
bodies of seven airmen killed when 
an RCAF Dakota plane crashed 
near Coleman, Alberta, are being 
brought to Vancouver, it was an¬ 
nounced today by Western Air 
Command. Identification will be 
carried out at Vancouver. 

A court of inquiry has been or¬ 
dered in conjunction with the crash 
of the plane Jan. 19 while on a 
training trip from Comox, BC, to 
Winnipeg. The plane apparently 
crashed into the side of a mountain 
10 miles southwest of Coleman. 

Hazardous Trip 

Vancouver, Jan. 29. CP — Maj. 
R. E. Nourse, on his return here 


yesterday, told of the fight he and 
five other men had to reach the 
wrecked RCAF Dakota plane that 
crashed on Mount Ptolemy, killing 
the crew of seven. The plan e was 
on a flight from Comox, BC, to 
Winnipeg. 

Maj. Nourse, former chief in¬ 
structor of army mountain warfare, 
said extreme cold and 30-foot snow 
drifts made the trip hazardous. Th e 
men fought their way to th« 7,000- 
foot lfevel on snowshoes, and on the 
return trip they averaged three 
miles miles a day carrying the 
bodies on toboggans to Blairmore, 
Alberta.

TIPPLE

There has been no interruption 
of work at the Bellevue mine and 
no one was injured in the fire.

Cleans Up Work Preparatory 

to New Council Taking 

Office Next Month. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. Pres¬ 
ent Mayor Aboussafy, Councillors 
Cox, Dutil, Lowe, Wilson and Ram¬ 
say. 

No new business was transacted 
as council confined itself to clean¬ 
ing up old business before & new 
council came into office next month 
following the municipal elections. 

Wm. Martland, town ashman, 
was present and gave council a re¬ 
port on his activities during the 
past three months. Council gave 
him assurance that it would help 
him in every way to keep the town 
clean. 

An appeal was received from the 
Salvation Army. The letter was 
tabled until the 1946 estimates 
were brought down by the new 
council. 

A letter was received from Cole¬ 
man’s Miners’ Hospital Board stat¬ 
ing it would not assume any liabil¬ 
ity for the maintenance of a Mr. 
Pedosak in the Macleod General 
hospital. Letter was filed. 

A former relief recipient, now 
working, asked council why her 
monthly relief allowance had been 
discontinued. A letter was author¬ 
ized to be sent informing her that 
relief is only granted to indigent 
cases and she no longer is classi¬ 
fied in that category. 

The monthly report on the vol- 
unteeer fire brigade was received. 
It revealed fiv e practices, five fight¬ 
ers turning out on three occasions 
and six men on two occasions. 
Wages amounted to $28.50. 

Fire Chief Antle stated that the 
hydrant on the west end of Second 
street had to be dug out of the 
snow and ice and suggested that it 
be raised. Council aaked secretary 
to write Coleman light & Water 
Co. to cause the hydrant to be 
raised. 

Councillor Ramsay informed the 
council that he understood that the 
new Ford truck which council had 
purchased to be used as a fire truck 
would probably be delivered this 
week. 

Som e years ago it was found that 
Dave Gillespie’s residence and an¬ 
other owned by Charlie Sartoris 
and now owned by Jonty Caroe had 
been built on a road allowance on 
the flat. At that time council en¬ 
deavored to have the houses remain 
where they were and change the 
road allowance. This was necessary 
in order to secure, the title deeds 
for the owners for their homes. 
This week secretary Gladys Lees 
received blueprints showing where 
the road allowance had been chang¬ 
ed and accompanying the blueprints 
was an invoice for $80. The mat¬ 
ter was tabled until town solicitor 
Bannan gave council an explanation 
of the entire matter. Mr. Gillespie 
and Mr. Caroe will now be able to 
secure title deeds to their proper¬ 
ties.

CANADA’S PAKT IN THE SCIENTIFIC achievements of the United 
Nations during the war has been acknowledged to be an outstanding one. j 
Through the efforts of the science departments of the Canadian universities I 
and of the National Research Council, under the direction of Dr. C. J. 
McKenzie, formerly Dean of the Engineering College at Saskatchewan 
University, research was carried out on a scale unprecedented in this 
country. As a result of this vast research program, valuable contributions 
were made to many branches of the United Nations war effort. Mr. H. H. 
Lank, vice-president of Canadian Industries Limited, stated recently that 
he believed that imagination was the secret weapon of World War II, and 
that the Allied nations won the war because, in addition to their gallant 
fighting men and their great industrial resources, they had scientists with 
imaginations more fertile than those of the enemy.

Control In Germany 

To Keep A (’lose Watch On 
German Industry 

The Daily Express reported from 
Berlin that key American economic 
planners have submitted a program 
to the U.S. control council in Ger¬ 
many to withdraw all occupation 
forces from the Reich in five to 10 
years and sign a peace treaty with 
the new German government. 

The plan also was said to provide 
for an Allied industrial secret service 
to watch German industry for the 
next 25 to 50 years. 

The dispatch said the plan now 
was enroute to Washington and if 
approved by the state department 
will reverse United States policy in 
Germany. 

It added that if Washington ap¬ 
proved the plan it would be sub¬ 
mitted to the Allied control council

Ready For Attack 

Canada To Keep Permanent Force To 
Meet Any Emergency 
Canada intends to establish a 
permanent air force “on the top line 
of preparation” to be ready for any 
conceivable or foreseeable attack of 
any description in the future—even 
"attack by space ships”, an air 
force official said. 

He made the comment in referring 
to the air force’s new recruiting 
drive, to obtain recruits from the 
civilian field fer ground crew traces 
in the permanent postwar air force. 

"Never again can we let ourselves 
be lulled into a sense of false secur¬ 
ity,” the air force official declared. 

"With the possibility that Canada, 
in the foreseeable future, conceivably 
might be a target for attack by 
space ships, atomic explosives, long 
range aircraft operated by radio and 
robots, or high speed weapons of bac¬ 
teriological warfare, we cannot do 
any less than kep a permanent air 
force on the top line cf preparation. 
An efficient modern air arm, work¬ 
ing hand in glove with scientific re¬ 
search, is the strongest insurance 
against aggression,” he added.

Many Errors Found Even In Works j

Southern Korea is under the direct 
command of Lt.-Gen. John R. Hedge, 
but is included in Gen. MacArthur’s 
jurisdiction.

"It is known," Gen. MacArthur’s 
spokesman said, "that orders have 
gone out to all opposition forces, in¬ 
cluding the so-called Communist 
party members in Japan, to do their 
utmost to discredit MacArthur.

REGRETTABLE 

ACCIDENT 

The accident which occurred to 
the RCAF Dakota plane southwest 
of here on January 19 was a most 
regrettable one. It wag the first ac¬ 
cident to occur on the Crows’ Nest 
Pass route from Lethbridge to Van¬ 
couver and took the lives of seven 
innocent victims. 

We do not know what caused the 
accident, whether is was engine 
trouble, icing or what, but like 
many others we try and look 
around to see what safety measures 
can be found to try and make the 
route just a little safer. We have 
an emergency landing field here, 
but, unlike the Cowley field, it is 
not lighted throughout the night. 
In fact there is absolutely no lights 
in or near the field- Why can’t this 
field be lighted at night? What 
does cost matter when lives can be 
saved by a proper illuminated 
emergency field? Traffic over this 
route is increasing yearly, why 
can’t large organizations using it 
regularly combine to light emer¬ 
gency fields and thus give added 
protection to the pilots and planes ? 

FORESTERS SAVED 
GOVERNMENT MUCH 
MONEY 

The finding of the wrecked RCAF 
Dakota plane by three members of 
the forest service saved the Domin¬ 
ion government quite a sum of 
money. Prior to the finding of the 
plane, planes had been overhead 
from early morning till late after¬ 
noon in a vain search for the miss¬ 
ing aircraft. The planes had to be 
refueled time and again, headquar¬ 
ters had to be set up at Lethbridge, 
a rescue squad was standing by in 
the latter city, hotel accommodation 
and resultant expenses had to be 
met. It is the consensus of opinion 
here that searching planes would 
never have found the wreckage. As 
it was the rangers had to actually 
walk almost on top of the wreck¬ 
age before they saw it. It was in- 
visable from their temporary camp 
150 yards away. Everything consid¬ 
ered quite a sum of money has been 
saved by the work of three volun¬ 
teer searchers.

6. Within a relatively short dis¬ 
tance of the States and Canadian 
border and can link up with States 
highways; 

7. Relieve the unemployment sit¬ 
uation which presently exists. 

\ Coleman town council will en¬ 
dorse Nelson’s action at is next 
meeting.

Only by persistent effort can this 
Trans-Canada highway be recog¬ 
nized by the Federal government as 
an important link between the 
prairie provinces and British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

HIGHER WAGES 
COMING 

Wage rates in key US industries 
are fairly certain to be upped soon 
by at least 17 or 18 per cent; and 
this is likely to bring pressure for 
widespread easing of wage controls 
in Canada, declares the Ottawa cor¬ 
respondent of The Financial Post. 

For nearly three months the cab¬ 
inet at Ottawa has been dallying 
with minor changes in the present 
wage ceiling. It had been intended 
originally to announce these 
changes nearly two months ago, 
effective Jan. 1. At present they are 
before various provincial, labor and 
management groups for study and 
discussion. It is still hoped these 
may be agreed upon in time to be¬ 
come effective Feb. 1. 

Essence of the changes is to re¬ 
turn control of minimum wages to 
the provinces and to permit wage 
rates to go up or down by 5 per 
cent or 5 cents an hour without any 
formal application or approval to 
war labor boards. No strong dis¬ 
sension to these changes is antici¬ 
pated.
